JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 7th May ; the 
French Mail of March 14 arrived out on the Ist, and the follow- 
P. and O. Mail of March 21 on the 5th May. The Japan Mail 
gives the following items of news :— 

The provincial Governors have assembled at Yedo, mainly for 
the purpose of considering the financial state of the Empire, and 
for concerting measures with a view to placing it on a more sound - 
basis. There are many “notices of motion,” as we should call. 
them, which may be roughly classed as proposals to increase the. 
taxes, to diminish the taxes, to diminish the number of officials, 
and to lessen the pay of the officials. The question of the reve- 
nues guaranteed to the Daimios and their retainers will also come 
under consideration. Estimating these at ten millions of dollars 

r annum, and presuming that five or seven years’ purchase at 

east must be given to redeem them, we have a demand for from 
fifty to seventy millions of dollars, towards which the late loan 
will go but a very short way. 

A new issue of subsidiary coins has been made by the Mint, 
based upon. the yen of 416 gra. as the unit of value. The pre- 
vious issue was based on the value of the gold dollar, which 
the value of the American dollar, so that the subsidiary silver 
coinage has now been brought into harmony with the silver unit 
of value. A change of great importance been made in the 
die of the new coins, viz., the insertion on their face, in English, 
of their denomination, thus : — “50 sen,” “20 sen,” “10 sen,” 
“§ sen.” A marked improvement has also been made in the 
manufacture of the coin, which appears to us equal to anything 
turned out by the European or American Mints, making due al- 
lowance for the nature of the Japanese device, which departs too 
far from the European standard of taste to satisfy those who 
have been educated upon it. The hardness of rim of the older 
issue has been removed, and the milling of the edge is now sharp 
and as near perfection as possible. There is no change in the 
coin which is not an improvement to it. 

Goté Shéjiré, hitherto chief of the Left College (Sa-in), Etd 
Shimpei, hitherto Minister of Justice (SAzh6 ki6), and Ogi 
Mimpei, hitherto Mombu kid, or Minister of Education, have 
been added to the ranks of the Sangi, or Counsellors of State. Of 
these there are now seven, the other four being Saig6 Kichinosk6 
of Satsuma, Kido Junichiré of Chéshiu, Okuma Hachitar6 of 
Hizen, and Itagaki Taiské of Tosa. Goto is a Tosa man, Eté and 

i both Hizen men. 

e are pleased to be able to announce that large numbers of 
the liberated Christians have already reached their homes, or are 
on their way thither. Fifty-two from Kishiu arrived at Naga- 
saki on the 7th April, eighty-seven from Bingho and Fukuyama 
arrived on the 18th, and four hundred from Kaga are now on 
their road home, divided into groups of forty or fifty. The first 
parties of the latter reached Ozaka on the 23rd inst., and the 
others are expected from day to day. From Shikoka, Tosa, 
Awa, Satsuma, Choshiu, and Shekishu no news has come to 
hand as regards either the liberation or probable return of the 
converts imprisoned in those districts. A report has been cur- 
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rent to the effect that the Government had shown a marked in- 
humanity towards the released converts while on their road from 
Kanga to Nagasaki, and that the Governor of Kobe had refused 
to the weary and dying that assistance which it was his duty to 
afford. Much injustice has been done to the Government and 
to the Governor of Kobe by such reports. The released converts 
were in charge of a Kanga officer, and the Governor of Kobe 
had neither the authority nor the power to take action on their 
behalf at the time referred to. But news of their distress was 
communicated to the Gov ent, and orders were at once trans- 
mitted from Yedo to provide them with relief and transport be- 
fore even the remonstrances made by the Foreign Legations had 
time to take their legitimate effect. 

The Japan Gazette gives the translation of a letter addressed 
by Kusunagu Nawomitszu, an official of the Fu at Ozaka to the 

entral Government, pointing out the advantages of opening the 
interior of Japan to the foreigner, and the easy means by which 
this can be effected in the employment of Government passes. The 
subject is, however, quietly shelved by the Gaimusho, which says 
it has “its own opinions ” on the matter, and defers its considera- 
tion until the treaties are revised. In the meantime, Mr. Nawo- 
mitszu takes nothing by his sensible motion, which, we hope, is 
thoroughly representative of the national feeling. 

Tourists in the interior state that the practice of carrying the 
two swords has been greatly revived of late. Last year it was 
rare to see a man thus equipped on the Tokaido, or between this 
and the various resorts of foreigners in the country ; now, every 
man entitled to wear swords seems to carry them. At the same 
time the demeanour of the inhabitants is unaltered, and no 
occurrences of incivility or evidences of ill-feeling towards foreign- 
ers have been reported to us. 

It is said that the Japanese Military Authorities are so well 
satisfied with the performances of the new “ Martini-Henry” 
rifle that they talk of setting aside the French “Chassepot,” 
with which their army is at present supplied, and of adopting in 
its place the newer and doubtless superior weapon. 

At a meeting of the Committee of the Bluff Gardens it was 
resolved to invite the subscriptions of the residents in order to 
pay off a debt of $1,200 due to the Japanese Government for 

und-rent, this amount, however, including the annual charge 

or this year, payable in advance. It would appear that the 

bran of taking payment at the gates has not worked well, and 

that more support is likely to be given to the gardens if they are 

thrown ope free of charge and their support is entrusted to 
public subscription. 

A meeting of German gentlemen has been held in Yedo to 
promote the formation of a scientific society, at which rules were 
adopted and the following officers elected. Her von Brandt was 
elected president, and Dr. Maller, chief of the medical school at 
Yedo, vice-president. 

The moats round the ¢astle walls at Yedo are being drained 
of their water. It is said that the right to dig out the lotus- 
roots which rest in the residuum of mud there has been farmed 
by a Japanese, who is gaining no inconsiderable sum by his 
venture. 

A cricket match, the Services against the Civilians, has been 
played. The result was very largely in favour of the latter, who 
won easily, with eight wickets to spare. 

The entries for the forthcoming races amount to $1,315, and 
there is every reason to infer that the events will be well con- 
tested, there being, in some races, as many as eighteen entries.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

The Peking Gazette of the 16th April contains the first definite 
mention we have seen of the capture of Talifoo, the capital of 
Yunnan. Indirect references have been made to the event, but 
now it is specifically mentioned, and the rebuilding of official 
residences is recorded. 

Edicts continue to appear in the Peking Gazette rding the 
pilgrimage to the Imperial Tombs. The Gazette of the 9th April 
contains two edicts severely blaming the officials who had chai 
of the transport services during his Majesty’s late visit to the 
Imperial Tombs. The camels were not ready in time, and the 
mules were half starved, and could not go. The superintendent 
of the Imperial stables and the officers in charge of the luggage 
are both sent up for punishment. On the 11th is a solemn edict 
banishing the chief of the eunuchs and discharging other officials, 
because they were hasty in handling the dishes at one or two 

es! The Gazette of the 14th mentions that the members of 
the Imperial Council had congratulated his Majesty on his birth- 
day, wishing him 10,000 years of happiness. And the Gazette of 
the 16th, in strange contrast, contains an edict appointing certain 
officials to superintend the preparation of a mausoleum for him- 
self and his consort. It is Chinese custom to provide a coffin 
beforehand, and the Emperor seems to do so at once on his ae- 
cession. : 

The Gazette of the 6th April contains a memorial by Li Hung- 
chang which does him little credit. Li begs that certain gentry 
whe are anxious te do honour to Woo Heu, who was Taoutai of 
Shanghai during the height of the Taeping rebellion, may be 
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allowed to erect a temple to him in the city. Woo had to deal 
with troublous times; and the honour is deserved in his 
case far better than in most. But Li’s record of his services is 
feeble in the extreme, and unfair, not only in its omission to 
name the ever victorious army, but in its studious ‘attempt to 
depreciate the service pitin, pers rendered in protecting Shanghai 
on the oscasion of the rebel attack. No one knows better than 
Li that if it had not been for foreignera Shanghai would have 
been taken. . 

The Japanese-Chinese ratified treaty was’exchanged at the 
Shanse Guildhall, Tientain—a large, building, situated in 
the northern suburb of this city—on the 30th April; Tanesmi 
Soyeshima, the Ambassador, and all his suite, together with 
several naval officers helonging to the Japanese ironclad Rio- 
jokan on the part of the Japanese Government, and Li Hung- 
chang, the et of Chihli and Superintendent for Foreign 
Affairs at the northern ports, and all the local territorial authori- 
ties and other Chinese high local officials on the part of the Chi- 
nese Government, being present. After the treaty was ex- 
changed a breakfast was given in the same building to the Am- 
bassador and all the Japanese officials by the Viceroy, an enter- 
tainment which, the Chinese people affirm, su: in magni- 
ficence all other entertainments of a similar kind that had ever 
been previously given in Tientsin. It issaid that Li Hung-chang 
was considerably astonished at his first interview with the Envoy 
to find a gentleman dressed in foreign clothing. In deference, 
we presume, to this indication, the dejewner was served in foreign 
fashion—knives, forks, foreign plates and dishes being used, 
and foreign wines drunk. :

_. SHANGHAIT. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 11th 
May ; no later mail from London had arrived out, but the 
French mail of March 28 was due on the day this mail left. 
The following items of news are from the Worth China Herald :-— 

The Municipal Report for 1872-3 has been issued. The net 
result is a deficit on the year of Tls. 6,899—the expendi- 
ture having exceeded the estimates by Tls. 79,305, of which 
Tls. 49,000 is provided by loans, and the remainder from in- 
creased revenue and various sources. The Budget shows an 
actual expenditure for 1872-3 of Tls, 316,921, including the 
Tls, 40,000 raised by loan to buy the Soochow Creek bridges, 
and still involving a deficit of Tls. 6,899. The outlay for 1873-4 
is estimated at Tls. 222,879, exclusive of this deficit, which 
raises the sum required to Tls. 229,779. The probable income is 
estimated at Tis. 230,202, and it is further proposed to raise loans 
for municipal buildings, for Soochow Creek bridges, for a 
slaughter-house, and to pay for the new arms ordered for the 
volunteer corps. It is proposed to raise the land-tax from } to 
7-20ths of 1 percent.; the general municipal rates (foreign) 
from 6 to 7, and (native) from 8 to 9 percent. It is also pro- 

to levy a tax on native boats trading to and from jetties 
within the foreign settlements. A re-assessment of foreign 
houses and land is recommended. An expenditure is proposed 
of Tis. 26,000 on new municipal buildings, to be met out of the 
proposed loan. An appropriation of Tis. 2,000 is asked to open 
Ted work the Lock Hospital. Tls. 31,000 are set down for roads, 
out of which Tls, 15,000 is for material. 

A proclamation has been issued by the Kiukiang Taoutai re- 
garding tea musters. Its object is to enforce certain rules which 
the Hankow tea dealers had drawn up, and which are too long 
to append in extenso. The first, however, is interesting. It states 
that, for the future, musters are not to be put on the market 
unless the bulk has arrived ; such a practice having become 
necessary, as foreign merchants repeatedly take advantage to 
reject the tea or make a cut, when the market has fallen, on the 
ground that the muster differs with the bulk. This is rather 
retorting what foreigners say about Chinamen in the matter of 
shirtings. ‘The chance that the muster does sometimes differ 
from the bulk seems to be ignored by the compiler. As the 
Kiukiang Taoutai issued his proclamation without consulting the 
resident Consuls, it will probably not come into operation at this 
port. Anyhow, it is rather difficult to see what advantage it 
will be to Hankow buyers of Kiangse teas to know that the 
bulk of the tea of which they have musters has gavived at Ta- 
ku-tang (in the lake) ; for it does not at all follow Wt the teas 
will go forward by next steamer, as if a wind spring up there 
is no telling how long boats may be detained. 

The two celebrated tea clippers Thermopyle and Titania have 
arrived at Woosung, from Newcastle, N.S.W., having made the 
passage in forty-four and forty-five days respectively. The 
Titania managed to cross the bar that day, but her rival unfor- 
tunately got aground in trying the dangerous experiment, and 
cargo-boats had to be sent down to lighten her. 

brochure containing an “Abstract of Trade and Customs 
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Revenue Statistics from 1864 to 1872” has been published 
at the Customs Press. The value of the foreign trade with China 
last year was Tls. 158,546,017—five millions and a half greater 
than in any previous year. And the Customs Revenue was Ts.

are action for damages brought by Messrs. Milsom and Tod 
against the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, for refusing to 
honour the plaintiffs’ cheques in consequence of the failure of 
their correspondents at Lyons, has been tried before the Supreme 
Court. The jury gave the damages claimed, Tls. 3,000. 

At the Mixed Court several Chinese concerned in a robbery 
of iron, the property of a foreigner, have been convicted and 
sentenced to various degrees of punishment. The iron had been 
stored in an enclosed piece of ground abutting on the Creek, near 
the Nanzing Road, Hongkew, the fence of which was scaled by 
the thieves from a boat. Some fifty bundles were stolen, but 
their value was ordered to be repaid by the receiver of the goods, 
while two of the thieves were sentenced respectively to 200 blows 
aud two months’ cangue, and 200 blows and one month’s cangue. 
Several others implicated have yet to be arrested. 

A correspondent gives a glowing account of the opening of a 
Roman Catholic Church on the well-known Feng-wan-shan, near 
Shanghai. With the peculiar propensity for elevation that dis- 
tinguishes Catholic missionaries in China—and that has caused 
so much irritation in the case of the Cathedral at Peking, built 
close to the Emperor’s palace—the top of the highest of these 
hills has been selected as a fitting site for a pretty church, 
which was opened with all due ceremony on the lst May, by the 
Bishop of Kiangnan, in the presence of a large number of 

Chinese—Christians and lookers on. 

The Spring Rifle Meeting of the Volunteer corps was held on 
the 5th and 6th May. On the first day the Importers’ Cup was 
won by private Glass, with a score of thirty-six, and the Officers’ 
Cup by gunner F. M. Smith, with a score of forty-two. On the 
second, private Hall won the German Challenge Cup, with the 
excellent score of thirty-one (at two ranges) ; aid private Milsom 
the Consolation, with twenty-eight. 

The Dramatic Club have given their fourth performance at 
the Club Concordia. The pieces selected were the comedietta 
“Orange Blossoms,” and the comic drama of “ First Night.” 
Both went off well. The occurrence of a fire outside, and a few 
early departures from the theatre, led, we suppose, to a rumour 
that it was actually in the building ; and some one injudiciously 
adding fuel to the fire, by giving an entirely groundless alarm ; 
a momentary excitement arose, but was speedily allayed. The 
fire actually occurred near the East Gate of the City, by which 
some fifty Chinese houses were burned. The firemen of the 
Chinese guilds were quickly on the spot, and worked well. 

The pontoon bridge over the Soochow Creek, which is now 
universally used for carriage traffic, has been well lit up with 
gas, there being two lamps on the bridge itself, three on the 
abutment on the Shanghai side, and one on the Hongkew side,

The following items are from the Shanghai Courter :-— : 

At the Supreme Court on the 6th May a case came up for 
hearing which for the past four weeks has excited deep interest 
in Shanghai, and wherever else the news has reached. Mr. R. 
W. Halket, for eleven years an employe in the Customs service, 
who has held for some years the important and responsible po- 
sition of accountant in the Imperial Maritime Customs, Shanghai, 
and who had been about to proceed to Foochow to enter on the 
duties of Assistant Commissioner of Customs, to which he had 
been recently promoted, was, on the 10th April, arrested on a 

of malversation to a very large amount. On the 15th 
April he was brought before the Supreme Court, charged with 
larceny of his employers’ money to the extent of Tls, 5,277. The 
case was remanded till the 28th, at the request of his counsel, 
and again remanded till the 6th May, when the evidence being 
completed he was committed for trial. Immediately thereafter 
Mr. Wainewright, counsel for the prosecution, brought against 
the prisoner a second charge of embezzling his enployens funds 
to the extent of Tls. 243.69. This was followed by a charge of 
larceny of monevs belonging to his employers, amounting to Tls. 
12,150.14 ; and-4qrinal e accused him of embezzling other 
suns, aggregatiS> the amount of about Tls. 2,330. The absence 
of an important witness prevented the three latter charges from 
being com pleted, and they have been adjourned. 

There has been for some time in course of preparation a block 
of dark veined marble intended to indicate authoritatively the 
exact latitude and longtitude of the British Consulate. The in- 
scription is already completed, and runs as follows :—This site is 
in latitude 31 deg. 14 min, 42 sec. N., longitude 121 deg. 29 min. 
12 secs. E. Stone laid April, 1873, by Walter Medhurst, Con- 
sul.” This has now been placed in position in line between the 
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chief entrance of the Consulate and the flagstaff which stands 
due north of that entrance. - 

In addition to the many improvements by which the Britieh 
Consular Compound has been beautified and adapted to public 
and private convenience of late, we notice the plan chalked aut 
of a series of inter-communicating firewells, which are to be ex+ 
cavated and constructed in the roadway, between the Yuen- 
ming-yuen-road entrance gate and the front door of the Suprq 
Court-room.

+ HONG KONG. 

Our advices extend to the 17th May; the P. and O. mail frem 
London, April 24, was received on the 12th May. ‘The following 
items of news are from the Daily Press :— 

A deputation of Chinese have waited upon Sir Arthur Ken. 
nedy and have introduced a variety of matters having reference 
to the Chinese community of Hong Kong to his notice. In thé 
first place, they stated through their interpreter that, in the 
event of a hospital at Wanchi being built, there were not suffi- 
cient funds to carry it on, and, if it were not built, it would not 
be very inconvenient for poor people to have to travel all tha 
way to the large hospital for medicine. The cost of the new 
building at Wanchi would be $4,000, and the maintenance $2,000, 
and they ask the Government to pay half the expenses for build; 
ing and maintenance, and the Chinese community will pay the 
other half. His Excellency told the deputation their request 
would have to be put to the Council for consideration, and an 
answer would be ony given. It was the wish of himself and the 
Government to assist hospitals as much as possible. The deputa- 
tion then brought up the subject of detectives employe by 
them to look after kidnappers. Their request was that the Go- 
vernment would grant them salaries, whilst they (the depu- 
tation) would see that proper and trustworthy men were oe 
ployed for the purpose of doing the work. His Excellency said 
that when the proper men were found they would be paid by the 
Government. The deputation said a great many Chines were 
kidnapped in small boats from West Point to the Island of 
‘Chung-chow, and from thence to Macao. His Excellency gaid it 
would require all their exertions to put this crime down, and this 
was urged on them by an illustration made to the effect that $35 
bought a Chinaman in Macao, and they were sold in Havana for 
$1,500. Other subjects affecting the welfare of the Chinese 
community were afterwards spoken of, and the Governor pro- 
mised that they should be considered. The Governor having 
expressed his pleasure at being waited upon by the Chinese com- 
munity, the deputation withdrew, thanking his Excellency in 
return for receiving them. 

With reference to some remarks which we recently made ag to 
the necessity of establishing a refuge for destitute men in this 
colony, we are glad to hear that at one of the meetings of the 
members of the Union Church it was suggested that a committee 
should be formed to aid destitute men from prison, hospital and 
elsewhere, in obtaining employment or shipment from the colony, 
and also to aid them temporarily in the way of food, old Lee 
lodging, &c. If such a committee were formed, it would be 
infinite use in the colony, and we trust sincerely that it would 
receive the support of the Government, as the matter is un- 
doubtedly one in which all should co-operate. 

A very serious accident, which, however, we are glad to gay, 
did not result fatally, has occurred during a thunderstorm. 
flash of lightning struck Messrs. A. G. Hogg and Co.'s house, 
entering the office in which Mr. Linstead was seated near the 
window sill, shattcnng the frame and the wall,and passing with- 
in a few feet of Mr. Linstead, who had a narrow escape. He 
was struck to some extent, experiencing a violent shock, which 
for a moment stunned him, but no more serious consequences 
ensued. 

A few mornings since a large quantity of straw was obgerved 
floating in the harbour, and with the action of the wind and a 
cross-set tide it drifted from the Hong Kong side of the harbour 
to the vicinity where the powder hulk lay before she wag 
moved over to the back of Stonecutter’s Island. Suddenly it 
became ignited, and was all in a blaze. Fortunately the powder 
hulk was away, or doubtless the disastrous repetition of seven 

ears ago would have happened. The heap drifted towards 
Btonecutter’s Island, but before reaching it it had burned itself 
out. :

BATAVIA. 
THE EXPEDITION TO ATCHIN, 
The following is continuation of the narrative of military 
operations at Atchin published in our issue of the 16th inst.: 


will be remembered ‘that after the capture of the mosque on 
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the 10th April, the position of the troops being deemed un- 
tenable, the latter evacuated the temple and bivouacked on a 
pets. From the campongs surrounding the bivouac they were 

upon by the Atchinese day and night, in consequence of 
which many of them became wounded. The conveyance of stores 
also proved very troublesome, although no convoy was attacked. 
A correspondent of the Java Bode thus describes subsequent 
events :— 

On the 12th April an armed reconnaissance was ordered to be made 
in the direction of the Kraton, in order, if possible, to find on ita south- 
ern side a road or ground more suitable for an attack than the front, 
before which we were. The chief of the surveyin © brigade was entrusted 
with this reconnaissance’; he was accompanied by three companies of 
the 9th battalion. The reconnoitring party, advancing slowly, reached 
aamall sawah flat, and there came in sight of the Kraton, the lofty gate 
of which, with stone walls from twenty to twenty-five feet high and 
strongly garrisoned by the enemy, could be seen, surrounded by an 
earthen wall and by thorny bamboos. The ground before it consisted 
ef a chain of fences and obstructions which made it difficult, if not 
impossible, for a few soldiers to force their way through. The enemy, 
having observed the reconnoitring detachment, made a grand sortie, but 
were beaten back ; after the reconnaissance had been continued in a 8. E. 
direction, the detachment making it returned to the bivouac. When 
again entering into the sawah flat, it was attacked by the enemy on the 
left flank, within sight of the bivouac; in a few minutes the three 
companies were, with the exception of a small reserve, involved ina 
severe fight. The enemy endeavoured to fire upon our left flank in the 
bivouac ; but after several combats, in which the enemy were defeated, 
a few moments of quietness ensued. Subsequently three companies of 
Madurese auxiliaries, who formed the rear of the troops in front, were 
attacked by the enemy, the latter having assumed the offensive. The 
troops attacked repulsed the enemy without any loss on their own side. 
With this the hot day ended. The enemy were everywhere beaten 
back and suffered heavy loss, but we five killed and fifty-five 
wounded. 

After our stocks of provisions and ammunition had been replenished, 
and the naval brigade replaced by two companies of the 12th battalion, 
the assault was.fixed for the 14th. On the morning of that day the 
Srd battalion marched forward with the whole of the artillery, followed 
by the 9th battalion ; the flank of the whole was covered by two com- 

ies of the 12th battalion. At 6 a.m. the attack on the mosque 

. After a severe fight, lasting one hour, the troops approached 

the three yards’ high wall, the scaling ladders were put in position, and 
the mosque was taken, in which the enemy left sixty dead. The ground 
behind the mosque remained, however, in the hands of the enemy ; 
from the fortifications situated there the whole inside space of the 
mosque, which was open behind, was swept with musketry and 
artillery fire. But our troops succeeded in finding shelter; beams 
and stones were heaped upon each other in order to close the open 
portion of the building; our riflemen posted behind them paid the 
enemy back in their own coin. The commanding officer marched with 
the reserve into the mosque, in which the whole expeditionary force 
‘was now assembled. He repaired to the back of the mosque, where the 
firing was still going on, in order to ascertain the state of the fighting 
and how matters But scarcely had our brave General stayed 
there a few minutes when a fatal shot, passing through the upper por- 
tion of the left arm, penetrated into his heart, and he died a hero's 
death in the fortification just carried. The body of the General was 
despatched to the beach under the escort of a company. Colonel Van 
Daalen then assumed the command. The enemy now unceasingly fired 
from the fortifications behind the mosque, and from the fortifications 
on the opposite side of the river. Ceaselessly did the bullets whistle 
amongst the troops. Our loss on this day was ten killed and thirty- 
two wounded. On the 15th three companies of the 12th battalion en- 
deavoured to march round one side of the Kraton in order to approach 
the latter, but at afew hundred yards from the mosque, in covered ground, 
which hid the column from our eyes, the troops came upon a hostile 
fortification, and were exposed to a cross fire from the enemy, and to 
penetrate further became impossible, so that the column returned. Thus 
it bad again become apparent that the road in our front was the only 
one we could follow. On the morning of the 16th we proceeded to an 
ettack on the fortifications which appeared to bar the road to the 
Kraton. The 8rd battalion marched in front, and was followed by the 
9th battalion and the artillery. The battalion tumultuously forced its 
way forwards in the morning twilight; the 2nd company came 
before a fort. Hand grenades were thrown into it, the door 
was forced open, and two pieces of cannon were silenced; the 
fortification was ours. But the hostile musketry and cannonade 
‘were too heavy, all the reinforcements that could be possibly spared 
without wholly exposing our rear to the foe were despatched, but it 
proved fruitless; the enemy's bullets unceasingly penetrated into the 
ranks of the column, which, wholly exposed and without cover, was 
surrounded by fortifications and obstructions constructed zigzag-wise. 
We had to fall back. it is very hard for soldiers who had done their 
duty, and more than their duty, who had done what was almost impos- 
sible, to proceed to such a measure ; but here it had become a neceasity 
to do so, or the whole battalion would have been lost. The storming 
column had lost ten killed and ninety wounded, and in view of the im- 
possibility of bringing away more troops from the beach without losing 
our base of operations, and the presence of a daring enemy who had as 
many thousands as we had hundreds, the commanding officer, after 
holding a council of war, decided upon a retreat, which was effected on 
17th April. Thus we are again at the sea-shore, after eight days of 
fighting. Too little was known of the country to enable the strength 
of the force required to attain the object in view to be properly fixed. 
We are not strong enough, have too little artillery (what we have is of 
too small calibre), and we have against us a population numbering se- 
veral hundred thousands of people, who are accustomed to war, and 
hhave abundance of ammunition and Since our return to the 
beach we have seen nothing more of the enemy. 
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The troops, after their return to the beach, were not molested, 
and on the 28th April they embarked, after the forts on the sea- 
shore had been blown up. On the lst May the ships conveying 
them began the return vovage to Batavia. Gere Kohler was 
buried at Batavia on the 27th April, wit the customary 
honours. 

The Handelsblad has been informed that there are several 
Euro officers commanding the Atchinese, one of whom is a 
Netherlander, a native of Leyden, and for some time sailmaker 
on board a merchantmen, until he was accidentally left behind at 
Penang. In no single respect, however, could he be recognised 
as a Hollander; by nature somewhat dark-coloured, he is dressed 
like a native, and has, it is said, even undergone the ceremony 
entitling him to be looked upon as a Mohamedan. 

The number of wounded among the land forces engaged in 
the Atchinese expedition is officially estimated at twenty-five 
officers and 417 privates ; the number killed is not given. An 
unofficial estimate sets the total number of casualties amongst the 
expeditionary force at 532. 

e fleet conveying back to Java the expeditionary force ar- 
rived in Batavia on the evening of the 9th May. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 26th 
May ; the P. and O. mail from London, April 18, arrived out on 
the 19th May, and the following French mail of April 25 was 
due the day this mail left. The following summary of news is 
from the Straits Times :—- 


The meeting of the Legislative Council on the 20th May was 
a@ somewhat interesting one. The first question discussed was 
Dr. Little’s Resolutions regarding the Secretary of State’s recent 
appointment to the Inspectorship of Hospitals and Asylums, and 
upon its being put to a division there was once more, and we be- 
lieve for the first time this session, the pleasing and edifying 
spectacle of officials banded together and voting against not only 
unofficials, but against their own convictions and common sense. 
Two unofficial members were absent, but even had their presence 
equalised the votes his Excellency’s casting vote would have been 

iven in support of the Secretary of State’s ridiculous and inde- 
ensible exercise of power and patronage in this matter. We have 
nothing to say against the gentleman appointed inspector, nor 
has any one, as regards high character and abilities, but consider- 
ing the nature of the duties of the post, he might, with equal, if 
not more, propriety, have been appointed officiating chaplain or 
commander of the Pluto. 

Some little excitement appears to have been caused in Penang 
a few days ago by a Dutch steamer appearing in harbour arte 
in tow a schooner flying the British tg, apparently a capt 
prize. The schooner turned out to be the Conqueror, belonging 
to Khoo Heng Thein of Penang, and a regular pepper trader to 
Atchin and the West Coast of Sumatra. She had two guns on 
board, as every vessel in the same trade has, and the Dutch ap- 
pear to have considered she was engaged in supplying the Atchin- 
nese with arms and ammunition, or doing something else hostile 
to Dutch interests, the 2,500 piculs pepper, which was found on 
board, being a mere blind. e do not suppose the owner has 
sustained any t loas by this untoward action on the part of 
the Dutch, as his pepper hina reached a market sooner than it 
otherwise would have done, but it seems to us needless, if not 
unwarrantable, interference with legitimate trade, and, to say 
nothing about the insult to the British flag, is an act cou’ 
to the express declarations of the Dutch authorities before an 
after the declaration of war against Atchin, viz., that the trade 
would in no way or manner be interfered with. 

The latest advices from Penang report all well at Deli, but 
apprehensions were entertained in Penang that the handful of 
troops there would not be able to hold their own against the 
overwhelming numbers said to be marching to attack them. 
Within the last day or two, however, three steamers have passed 
through here on their way from Java with reinforcements 1,000 
to 1,200 strong, and this force, with the 800 men already in Deli, 
should make things safe. 

Thursday, the 22nd May, was observed as a general holiday in 
honour of Her Majesty’s birthday, but, owing to its hg | Ascen 
sion-day, no special ceremony marked the day as being different 
from an ordinary holiday. The flagstaffs at Fort Canning and 
on New Harbour-hill were decorated with flags and pendants, 
and a Royal salute of twenty-one guns was fired at noon from 
Fort Canning. The usual birthday ball andllcipper was given 
at the Government House on the previous evefing, when H.E. 
the Governor and Lady Ord received and entertained perhaps a 
larger number of residents than on any previous occasion. e 
ball went off very pleasantly, and after supper his erage 
propor Her Majesty's health, which was received with mu 
enthusiasm. 


On the 21st May a number of persons assembled at the jail to 
witness the execution of the four Chinese whose death been 
determined upon by the Governor in Council for the High-street 
robbery and mark The execution, however, did not take 
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place, two of the condemned prisoners having been reprieved for 
one week, and two more having had their sentences commuted. 
The action of theg©xecutive with regard to these Chinamen 
appears to call for some comment. After a fair trial they were 
found guilty unanimously by twelve jurymen, and the Chief 
Justice concurred in the verdict. The Governor in Council, in 
the exercise of his undoubted prerogative, commuted the sen- 
tence in the case of four of the convicts to penal servitude for 
life, leaving the other four to pay the extreme penalty of the 
law, and when the prisoners were in the act of being pinioned, 
an order arrives commuting the sentence of two and reprieving 
the other two for a week. We submit that the Executive in this 
matter have shown a vacillation and want of firmness which 
is calculated to bring all law and authority into contempt, and to 
lower the administration of justice in the eyes of natives. If 
there ever was a case in which retribution should be both swift 
and stern, it is this High-street case, for a more brutal and cold- 
blooded murder, or one planned and carried out with such skill 
and audacity, was never committed in the place. The criminal 
classes can only come to the conclusion that the Government is 
either afraid or unwilling to carry out the law, and that they may 
carry on their evil practices with impunity, for if caught they 
have erery chance of escape. 

The i, an extra steamer of the Messageries Maritimes Com- 
pany, arrived on the 21st May, having left Marseilles on the 17th 
April. She brought news of the loss of the steamer Levth, which 
went ashore near Trincomalee, on the voyage from the Rangoon

IMPORTS. 

YoxoHaMa.—There had been no improvement in the market. Grey 
Shirtings had been neglected, and settlements had been small; in Yarn 
scarcely anything was done until about four days before this mail left, 
when a fair demand for Nos. 16 to 24 sprung up, and some 700 bales 
changed hands at $39 to 40.50. For general importe the market showed 
a slightly improved inquiry, but at, very low rates. Metals were un- 
changed. 

TrENTsIN.—There had been very little improvement in the market 
and the prospect of an early amelioration was dim, if native statements 
are to be believed, and they are to a certain extent supported by the 
small business done of late. 

Hankow.—Advices reported Grey Shirtings in moderate demand ; 
best 7-lbs. Mexican T-Cloths readily saleable ; common counts in less 
favour ; and a fall of 5 cands. per piece in the value of Drills. To make 
trade, sales had been made on the credit system. Goods had been sold 
and delivered on the promise of buyers to pay at a remote date—so the 
natives stated. 

Suancuat.—Piece Goods : Rather more activity had prevailed in the 
Cotton Goods market since last mail, but Woollens for the most part 
had continued unsaleable, excepting where low rates tempted buyers. 
Grey Shirtings : 83 lbs., small lots sold at Tls. 1.87 to 1.94 for the com- 
monest to the best ordinary chops ; Dewhurst’s 3rd quality les at 
Tis. 1.94 to 1.95 ; Favourite Dewhurst’s firmly held for Tls. 1.97 to 1.99 
per piece—which dealers refused to give; 6 Ibs., 7 lbs., 9 Ibe., and 10 
Ibs. all lower in value. White Shirtings: A shade easier again; 64 
reeds disposed of at Tls. 1.97 ; market very quiet. A fair business in 
T-Cloths transacted, but at irregular quotations. Drills: Still in 

inquiry, and prices improved to Tls. 2.60 for Dutch 14 Iba, 
2.70 being asked for English 15 lbs. Double Dragon: Tls. 2.85 or 
2.86 had been refused. Fancy Cottons and Woollens exceedingly quiet. 
yed Damasks, Tls. 4.90; Dyed Brocades, Tls. 2.90. Black Velvets, 
0.164 ; Mahomedan Cloths, Tls. 0.16 ; Scarlet Long Ells, inferior, 
Tis. 6 ; C.P.H. assorted Spanish Stripes, Tls. 0.6.0. ; Assorted Lastings, 
Tis. 10.80 to 11.25; Figured Orleans, Tls. 3.33 to 3.80. Metals.—Lead : 
The advance at home had given fresh impetus to the market, and large 
quantities had changed hands, the opening rate for L.B. being run up 
to Tls. 5.25, and for delivery a month or six weeks hence, Tis. 5.35. 
The market for Iron was remarkably quiet ; importers found it very 
difficult to obtain offers, but were unwilling to submit to any conces- 
sion. 

Foocnow.—There has been rather more activity in the market. Sales 
had been :—T-Cloths, 6 Ibs., 500 pieces at $1.77 per piece; do. 7 Ibs. 
2,900 do. at $2.00 to 2.35 do. ; do. 8 lbs. 1,350 do. at B55 to 2.57 do. ; 
Grey Shirtings, 8} lbs., 3,600 do. at $2.72 to 2.77 do. ; Lead, 1,700 pigs 
at $7.25 to 7.50 do. 

Hoye Kona anp SrycaPore.—No alteration of any importance had 
occurred in these markets since last mail. 

MantLta.—The market for Piece Goods had been very quiet during 
the fortnight, but values of Plain staples had been firmly maintained, 
although less business had been done. Some importers had shown 
anxiety to keep their #icks of coloured goods moving, and rates for 
them were in consequence rather weaker. 

Saicon.—Grey Shirtings were in better demand, but other descrip- 
tions of Piece Goods were dull, and lower prices were current. Quota- 
tions were :—Grey Shirtings, 8} lbs., 42.65 per piece ; do. 7 Ibs., $2.25 
do. ; T-Cloth, 6 lbs., $1.65 do. ; do., 5 Ibs., $1.40 do. ; do., 4 Ibs., $1.20 
do. ; White Irishes $1.60 do.

TEA. 
YoxronamMs.—The first arrivals of the new crop came to hand on the 
5th May, and a keen competition for them at once set in, 80 much so 
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that natives had succeeded in obtaining whatever they liked to ask, and 
about 100 piculs had been settled at prices ranging from $60 to 70 per 
picul ; but after the departure of the Quang-Se a very considerable drop 
from these excessive rates was looked for. The auality so far was very 
good and promised well for the season. In old leaf about 1,000 piculs 
had been settled at rather easier prices. The last P.M.S.S. Com ‘a 
steamer took 138,143 lbs. for San Francisco ; 43,362 Ibs. for New York ; 
and 64,922 lbs. for Boston. ; 

SsHancuat.—There had been no business during the week, and all 
interest was fixed upon the opening of the new season at Hankow, to 
which port many of the buyers had already gone. We learn that the 
weather had continued fine during the picking of the first crop, and 
that arrivals in bulk were expected about the 20th May. 

Foocuow.—The markets for new crop leaf had been opened in most 
districts supplying this port at prices averaging, it is said, from 1 to 2 
Tls. reduction from those of last year, though in a few districts the 
prices paid showed ro alteration from last season’s. Oolong leaf was 
being bought at Tls. 21 to 23, against Tls. 27 to 30 last year; and 
Flowery Pekves, being reported as an inferior crop, were realisi 
Tls.40 to 50, against Tls.50to 60. Scented and Green Tea leaf command 
an advance, the prices reported being from Tls. 28 to 30, against last 
year Ts. 26 to 28. No mustera had yet been shown of the new Teas, 
and nothing could be said of their quality, except that the Chinese con- 
sidered them about equal—but not superior—to last season’s crop. The 
first contract chops of Packling would probably be completed within a 
week or so from date, but there were not likely to be arrivals in quan- 
tity of any kind for a fortnight or more, as the crop was generally con- 
sidered to be about ten days later than usual. It was said that the 
Teamen were doing their best to force an amendment in the matter of 
dust on the growers, by purchasing Teas on the understanding that all 
excessive dust is to be sifted out before packing, and this gives some 
reason to hope for improvement in this respect, at least in the first crop 
Teas. The steamer Hong Kong was in dock preparing for a cargo of 
new Tea for London, and the P. and O. steamer Cathay would load after 
her return from Shanghai. 

Canton. — Further samples of Scented Teas had been shown, 
and though there was still {a great deficiency in the matter of scent, 
some parcels exhibited an improvement in quality. The Teas were 
cleaner than last year, and if buyers firmly refused to look at 
mixed with old leaf, it was hoped as the scenting flower became cheaper 
and more abundant that a general superiority in important qualities of 
scent and purity in the first crop of this season as compared with that 
of last year would be observed. 

; SILK. : 

YoxouaMa—The market had been quieter, and the general tendency 
of prices downwards; but considering the inferiority of the Silk on 
offer the actual decline was only small. Settlements amounted to about 
800 bales. Arrivals had fallen off, and the unsold stock was much 
reduced. 

SHancHal—Nothing doing. News of the coming crop continued 
favourable, and the first Silks were expected to arrive on the market in 
about three weeks from date.

During the Crimean campaign he served with the 93rd High- 
landers at the battles of the Alma and Balaclava, and was favourably 
mentioned in despatches. In the Indian campaign, 1858, he commanded 
the 98rd at the battle of Bareilly, and received the Indian medal. He 
was next actively engaged in the north of China, in the campaign of 
1860, as Assistant Quartermaster-General at head-quarters, and was 
present at the capture of the Taku Forts and the surrender of Peking. 

The day before the Juno, just returned from the China station, was 
paid off, ay ae J. K. E. Baird, in the name of the ship’s company, 
presented the chaplain, the Rev. R. H. Donovan, B.A., with a very 
handsome illustrated Bible, as a token of their respect and esteem. In 
making the presentation, Captain Baird said he had much pleasure in 
being the mouthpiece of the men, because he &emed Mr. Donovan as 
much as they did. 

A return has just been issued showing the allowances in lieu of 
servants, fuel and light, travelling, &c., and on account of extra cost of 
poe in the army, for the two years 1872 and 1873.

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GERMANY.

The German Parliament, having disposed of the Budget and got 
through the other more important parts of the public business, is look- 
ing forward to the speedy close of the session. A good many mem- 
bers have obtained leave of absence, others have asked and been refused, 
but have gone home nevertheless ; so that the business is done in very 
thin Houses, and sometimes has been altogether adjourned from the 
impossibility of drumming together a number sufficient to make a 
quorum, which by the rules of the House must be an absolute majority 
of the whole of the members. It is, therefore, proposed to reduce the 
required number, and the Prince-Chancellor unhesitatingly gave his 
consent, pointing out that the British Parliament, though in ita totality 
much more numerous, was satisfied if only forty members were pre- 
gent. It was also agreed to commence the session in future at the end 
of October or beginning of November, so that the Budget might be 
passed and other business got through before the Christmas holidays, 
and then a very short session in January would, under normal circum- 
stances, suffice for the rest. Prince Birmark made no objection to this 
arrangement, and promised, on the part of the Allied Governments, 
that the Bills should be prepared in time and be ready to lay before 
them when they met. He fully admitted the great inconvenience of 
permitting the Legislative Chambers of the separate States to ait 
simultaneously with the Imperial Parliament, and said he should en- 
deavour to induce the Governments to give way and postpone the meet- 
ing of their Chambers. 





HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerDaM, JUNE 25. 

The tenth annual report of the managers of the Netherlands India 
Railway Company was published some days ago. It states that both 
the lines for which the concessions were granted were finished at a very 
small cost. The public living in the vicinity of these lines now pay 
40 per cent. less for the transport of merchandise than formerly, so that 
the value of land in the Principalities has augmented very considerably. 
Communication between the several localities has become easier, and 
the general welfare has been improved. The holders of obligations 
(preference shares) have received their interest regularly ; a redemption 
fund has been established, and the value of the shares has augmented. 
But the shareholders who subscribed the original capital do not enjoy 
these advantages ; on the contrary, the value of their shares has 
diminished 50 per cent., because they do not receive interest. This is 
certainly an injustice. The managers, therefore, will ask the Govern- 
ment to alter the concession for the benefit of the shareholders. The 
workmen employed to construct the railway were nearly all natives. 
Chinese were also employed, but without success, though at a very great 
expense. All the labourers were free men. The outlay had reached an 
amount on the 1st January, 1873, of 19 millions of guilders ; 14 mil- 
lions for the Samarang Principalities line, and for the branch 4 millions, 
The cost per kilometer was for the whole line f.96,100, including £.8,000 
for carriages. 453,959 passengers were carried, giving u revenue of 
£332,840.81. The transport of merchandise increased enormously, and 
reached an amount of £.788,579.31. The cost for exploitation was 
£.689,482.84, leaving—the receipts being f.1,225,083.37—2 profit on this 
account of £.535,600.53. This amount, which is much higher than that 
of the former year, is principally due to more economical management. 
On the 16th of June the section Koningsplein-Meester Cornelis was 
opened for traffic, and the receipts have amounted to f.68,106.46, and 
the expenditure to f.72,384.804. The traffic has not been satisfactory, 
only 249,060 persons being carried, that is an average of 680 a day. The 
report concludes with an interesting history of the finances of the 
company, especially regarding the manner in which the capital was 
taised. 


The news received by the last mail regarding the Atchinese expedi- 
tion has, of course, made a painful impression, and it is feared that 
unless a very considerable military and naval force is sent thither there 
is much chance of our being again beaten. The number of volunteers 
for the East India army decreases every day, and notwithstanding that 
the bounty is very high, there are but few soldiers who care for the 
service. On the other hand, there are plenty of officers who offer them- 
selves. Captain Vervloet is appointed aide-de-camp to the new com- 
mander, Lieutenant-General van Swieten. 

I re to record the sudden death of the ex-commander of the 
East India Army, Mr. H. E. Kroesen. Yesterday he took a bath at 
Scheveningen, and while he was in the sea he was attacked by apoplexy, 
and died in the evening. He was born in 1817, and appointed second- 
lieutenant when he had reached the age of nineteen years. In 1865 he 
was promoted to be major-general, and in 1869 to lieutenant-general 
and commander of the East India Army. Early this year he was 
placed on the retired list. 

The King has left the Hague to stay some months at Vevey (Swit- 
zerland) ; the Queen remains here, and will not go abroad before the 
autumn, when she will again visit Torquay. Prince Alexander has left 
for Vienna, and will be absent about two months. Rumours are again 
current of the marriage of the Prince of Orange, but I think them as 

little foy%;sed as they formerly proved to be. 

The First Chamber has approved of the agreement between the Go- 
yernment and the Amsterdam Canal Company, and is now in recess. 
To-morrow the Second Chamber will meet to discuss the military re- 

isation Bills. I need not say that there is but little desire for a 
summer session just as the elections have taken place. 

The King has appointed as Consuls at Canton, Swatow, Foochow, 
Ningpo, Chefoo, Tientsin, and Newchwang :—Messrs. W. Hulse, F. W.

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

The chief occurrence in our Produce Market since my last is the 
Coffee sale of the Netherlands Trading Company, held last Wednesday, 
which went off at a reduction of about 14c. on the brokers’ valuations, 
being 34c. below the currency of the May sale. At this decline the 
biddings were pretty animated, and the result is looked upon as being 
upon the whole better than had been generally anticipated, thus making 
a favourable impression, and opening again more cheerful prospects for 
the future course of the article. A dull feeling has continued to pre- 
vail for most other leading articles of produce, and but little business 
has been doing. Tin, however, has been in fair request at steady prices. 

Correx.—The June sale of the Dutch Trading Company has gone off 
on an average at a reduction of 14c. on the brokers’ valuations, good 
ordinary realising 53}c. to 534c., in which proportions several numbers 
continue to be inquired after, and the market is firm. 

Trs.—Without change. Sules have been closed of some small parcels 
China. 

Sucag.—There is no alteration to report in the market. Holders of 
parcels on the spot refrain from pressing sales, and floating shipments 
are not offered at all at the present current rates. 

Srices.—The demand has been inactive, and but little business has 
been doing. 

Java Topacco.—Important parcels, amounting together to about 
10,000 bales, have been sold by secret tender. 

Rick.—Dull, and prices but nominally supported. About 10,000 mats 
Japan, ex Dovenbey, were put up for sale by secret tender, but they 
remain still unsold. 

Try.—Increased firmness has prevailed for this article, but the re- 
servedness of holders does not permit of much business being done. 
Banca has sold at £.81 to £.88, and for delivery ex the next autumn sale 
at f.814 to f.83. Billiton, ex the June sale at Batavia, has changed 
hands at £.804 to f£.81, and on the spot at £.804 to £.82$. 

Bronze.—A parcel imported from Japan, per White Adder, has been 
sold at £.84 to £.100. 











Cooue Emicration To Perv.—The Brazil and River Plate Mail 
makes the following remarks with reference to the coolie emigration to 
Peru :—“ It would be useless to enter into the history of the emigra- 
tion of Chinese, which, having arisen in private enterprise, may pow> 
sibly have given room for abuses that all must deplore. But since the 
Governments of Portugal and Peru have become aware of the evil 
resulta that traffic might produce, its aspect has completely changed 
and those Governments have now as lively an interest in the welfare o 
the Chinese emigrants, and are as careful that their rights shall be re- 
spected as the English Government itself could be with regard to the 
emigrants going into ita colonial territories. Besides this, public opinion 
in Peru, as well as in Portugal, is actively vigilant in favour of the 
Chinese emigrants, and in the event of their ill-treament, or of injustice 
on the part of the employer, the press and the authorities are always 
ready to support the right of the Chinese labourer, and perhaps even 
more favour is shown towards the Chinese who have received injuries 
from their employers than towards the employer who is injured by his 
labourer. The assertion that the Chinese in Peru are compelled to 
work under guard of soldiers is altogether false, for there the Chinese 
labour just as any other workmen. It is equally untrue that the 
Chinese are compelled to work at the guano, and that the labour is 
unhealthy. The Chinese work at the guano just as the free labourers 
do ; and residence in these islands, far from being unhealthy, is exceed- 
ingly salubrious, and recommended to invalids. Neither are the Chinese 
obliged to work in Peru after the termination of their contracts, and it 
is untrue to assert that the Chinese do not return to their country. 
The fact is that numbers of them have their return passage given to 
them gratis, while many of them again leave China a second time for 
Peru, which proves how well off they are in the latter country. The 
treaties between the Governments of Peru and ag secure to the 
Chinese the most absolute respect for their persons property, their 
liberty, and even their comfort.” 


New Dotiar For Caixa aND THE East.—The American Mint 
having prepared seven different designs for the new silver 
trade dollars for use in China and the East, the Director of the 
Mint has selected the design from which the coinage is to be made. 
It has on the obverse a female figure seated on a bale of cotton, 
and extending the right hand, which grasps an olive branch, towards 
the open sea. In her left hand is a scroll bearing the word “ Liberty,” 
and at the base of the device is the motto “In God we trust.” There 
is also on the obverse the date of the coinage and a halo of thirteen 
stars. On the reverse is the figure of an eagle, with the inscription 
“United States of America,” and the motto “# Pluribus Unum.” The 
weight and fineness, and the words “Trade Dollar” are also inscribed 
on this side. The coins will be ready for circulation by the middle of 
July, and already there is a requisition for over a million of them for 
shipment to China and Japan, the money to pay for them having been 
deposited. The Mint expects to coin about five millions of the new coin 
every year.

AFRICA FOR THE CHINESE. 

THERE is much in the condition of China to attract the 
attention of dreamers and to excite the imagination of 
theorists. The vastness of its territory, the superabundance 
of its population, the high state of civilisation which has 
flourished within its borders for so many centuries, the well 
known skill of its artisans, and the docility and industry of 
the people at large, are all and each sufficient to stimulate 
the growth of schemes for the development of the resources 
of the Empire, and the regeneration of the 400,000,000 who 
own allegiance to the Son of Heaven. 

The latest plan for the accomplishment of these most de- 
sirable objects has been advanced by Mr. FRANCIS GALTON. 
In a letter addressed to The Times, and which was repro- 
duced in our issue of the 6th inst., Mr. GALTON advocates 
the wholesale deportation of a Chinese population to the 
east coast of Africa, in the belief that the Chinese emigrants 
would not only maintain their position, but that they would 
multiply, and their descendants supplant the inferior negro 
tace. “TI should expect,” adds Mr. GALTON, “ that a large 
“part of the African sea-board, now sparsely occupied by 
“lazy, palavering savages, living under the nominal sove- 
“reignty of Zanzibar or Bortagel, might in a few years be 
“tenanted by industrious, order-loving Chinese, living either 
“aa a semi-detached dependency of ‘China, or else in perfect 
“freedom under their own laws.” Mr. GALTON goes on 
to remark, in support of his scheme, that whereas the 
negroes possess too little intellect, self-reliance, and self-con- 
trol to make it possible for them to sustain the burden of 
any respectable form of civilisation, Chinamen are endowed 
with a remarkable aptitude for a high material civilisation. 
This is perfectly true, and the statements that Chinese 
emigrants are good tempered, frugal, industrious, and 
possessed of an extraordinary extinct for political and social 
organisation, are fully justified by our experience of the 
sterling qualities displayed by Chinese labourers in America 
and in the Straits. But granting all this, it is difficult to 
see why either Chinese communities should voluntarily 
emigrate to Africa, or the Chinese Government should wish 
to send them thither. Mr. GALTON says that he has been 
assured by excellent authorities that occasions of political 
disturbance frequently arise when it would be practicable 
for the Government to do so by the promise of a frec, or 
nearly free, grant of land, and another correspondent sug- 
gests that Mr. GALToN’s plan might at once be realised if 
the Government could be induced to transport the con- 
quered Panthays to Eastern Africa. There is a certain 
apparent fitness in this latter suggestion since it is believed 
that the Panthays are themselves enforced emigrants from 
the north-western provinces of the Empire. But it never 
seems to have occurred to either writer that the Chinese 
Government would be anxious rather to transport super- 
fluous communities to the waste places in China and her 
dependencies than to a region beyond her reach and know- 
ledge. The depopulation of the central and richest dis- 
tricts of the Empire, caused by the Taeping rebellion, has 
scarcely yet been made good, and recent travellers in Man- 
churia and Mongolia tell us of immense tracts of fertile 
plain, and luxuriant forest which are but very sparsely 
peopled by Chinese settlers. 

Mr. GALTON says that the Chinese have a land hunger, 
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warn, wi |andion Gey hiayes Dat the land dhey long fer da Gis aol of so they have ; but the land they long for is the soil of 
their native provinces. No people in the world have such 
a deep-rooted love of their country as the Chitése, and 
none are so unwilling to leave it. At the present moment 
so impossible have the managers of the English Emigration 
House at Canton found it to get Chinese families to emi- 
grate to the West Indies, where every inducement is held 
out to them to seek comfort and independence, that they 
have been obliged to close their doors. Mr. GALTON him- 
self acknowledges the impracticability of any voluntary 
movement towards the fulfilment of his scheme, and it is to 
credit the Chinese Government with a strange blindness to 
their own interest to suppose that they would be willing 
to transport a commodity of which they stand in consider- 
able need to a foreign and distant land.

THE MESSAGERIES DOCKYARD AT LA CIOTAT. 

The building-yard of the “ Messageries Maritimes” at La 
Ciotat, about “Ewenty miles from Marseilles, is one of the finest 
establishments in the Mediterranean. With few exceptions, the 
whole of the fleet of the company, amounting to sixty-three, have 
been built and launched from this yard. At the present time 
two screw steamers of 3,450 tons register, 376 feet keel, 38 beam, 
and 31 depth, are building, to be named the Anadyr and Jumna, 
These vessels are to be fitted with compound es of 600- 
horse power, similar to the Jrrawaddy. They will carry 3,000 
tons cargo, and 194 passengers in all, and will take their place on 
the through China line, as vessels even of the Hoogly class are 
found to be too small for the service. Our readers will remember 
what a monster the sok was considered to be on her arrival 
in Singapore and Hong Kong, and we are gure there will be 
many regrets by our travelling friends when she is withdrawn. 
It is expected that one of the new ships will be ready at the end 
of this year, and one about the middle of next year. The com- 
pany’s vessels now under repair and alteration are the Ama- 
zone, Boas, Pe Donnai, Gange, Eridan, Mozambique, Meande, 
and Godavery. of these are engaged in the Alexandria and 
Constantinople line. ut some will be d as forming part 
of the link of the company’s service before the opening of the 
Suez Canal, and for comfort we doubt if any new vessel will 
surpass the ‘old Donnat. 

The various departments of the hips are all in full working 
order, as operations were suspended during the war. The pre- 
mises include about thirty workshops, comprising all the require- 
ments for fitting a vessel from keel to frac and in every respect 
the dockyard resembles a complete naval yard ; only that it is not 
a Government establishment, but entirel owned and worked by 
the Messageries Maritimes. These workshops, floating and dry 
docks (the latter about 420 feet length), cover a very large area. 
The total number of men and women now employed is 2,200, and 
in many departments night work is carried on. The ordinary 
working hours are from 6 to 11.30 a.m.,and1to6 pm. All the 
timber necessary is imported from Maulmain, Canada, Sweden, 
&c. Iron and other materials come from England, canvas and 
rope from Brest, &c., &c. One portion of the yard is devoted 
specially to the landing and storing of timber, and a shed with 

werful steam sawing mills adjoins. The construction of boats 
foes rms a distinct department, as does also the making of sails. A 
large number of women are employed in this latter department, 

aa powerful sewing machines, capable of running a double stitch 
on double canvas, are in use. The making of mattresse-- pillows, 
cushions, and taj ei ges for saloon and cabins likewise Forms an 
important branch of es and four large stores are devoted 
to this ba ai in which women are chiefly e ed. In addi- 
tion to the heavier workshops for plates and machinery, there are 
three devoted to the lighter departments of fittings in iron, brass, 
and wood. There are also three fine buildings, w: wich are used a8 
stores for articles completed and ready for use ; the superintendent 
of these stores has to tender receipts to the owners yearly,and issue 
them on the requisition of the chief directors of the yard. This de- 
partment contains many articles not manufactured at La Ciotat, 
such as crockery, floor-cloth, lamps, baths, &.,&. By the way’ 
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the company will do well to improve their baths ; they are the most 
unsightly and uncomfortable things in the whole array of furnish- 
ing, and make:a sorry figure compared with the magnificent 
marble baths to fe found in the steamers of the P. and O. Com- 
pany. As the directors of the Messageries have always shown 
great wisdom in learning from their neighbour, they will do well 
to do so in this, so important to the comfort of their passengers. 
The entire establishment is in excellent order, and reflects 
great credit on the company’s director, Mons. Vesigmi, and the 
superintendent, Mons. Vence. The town of La Ciotat has little 
else in it than these works, and the men and women engaged in 
them. During the suspension of the company’s operations in 
the late war the inhabitants suffered much. The manufacture of 
cannon for the Government was carried out to some extent. 


PERSECUTION OF CHRISTIANS IN JAPAN. 
We have received a pamphlet entitled The Persecution of the 
Christians in Japan and the Japanese Embassy in Europe, written 
by M. Léon Pagés, and published in Paris. It is an interesting 
and well-written little book. The author strikes the key-note of 
his argument in the very first sentence :— 


For more than forty years—that is to say, during the se of Louis 
Philippe and Napoleon the Second, and under the Presidency of M. 
Thiers—the several French Governments have misunderstood the mis- 
sion of our country, and resigned that protection and extension of the 
Christian Church which we formerly exercised, during long ages, at 
Rome, at Jerusalem, and in the Far East. The last attempts upon the 
Holy See, advised by Napoleon and put in practice by Victor Emmanuel, 
have drawn down upon our country the most terrible afflictions. The 
National Assembly—as now reformed and rendered wiser by our suffer- 
ings—ought to know how to repair, in due time, the error that has been 
committed, and, holding the prosperity of France in its hand, re-estab- 
lish her as the Guardian Power of the Church. But there are some 
crimes which can already be atoned for and repaired; and among the 
most detestable of them all was the abandonment—committed in the 
name of Napoleon by the Marquis de la Valette—of the French Pro- 
tectorate of the Holy City—a Protectorate which had existed through 
the Committee of Public Safety, through the Directory, and through 
the first Empire—and also the abandonment of the Roman Catholic 
Protectorate of the Far East. 


Arguing on this last idea, M. Pagés proceeds to examine the 
Roman Catholic Missions in Japan, promising another work of 
the same kind on China. Both pamphlets have special reference 
to the revision of the Treaties now impending. ‘The author re- 
gards commerce as altogether of secondary importance to France 
—that is to say, to the religion of France in the Far East—and 
even says that it ought not to increase, except as auxiliary to that 
religion. The first duty of French diplomatists is the protection 
of their missionaries ; for this reason, they should be selected 
rather from their religious character than their political attain- 
ments. Hitherto the appointments in the Legation, and Con- 
sular Service, have been conferred upon men either wholly in- 
different to religion, or openly hostile to it, and sometimes of 
such scandalous moral character as to bring disgrace on the 
Church to which they are supposed to be attached. And very 
often in the Far East these appointments have been merely re- 
garded as a stepping-stone to higher employment ; no sooner has 
the young cadet arrived out than he sets his whole mind on his 
return home, and continues to prepare for it. But, leaving the 
consideration of an evil which applies equally to China and 
Japan, let us follow the author to questions purely affecting the 
latter country—namely the re-establishment of religious liberty 
not only for the Roman Catholic missionaries but their native 
converts. He says :— 

The Treaty between Japan and the Netherlands, ratified at Naga- 
saki, Oct. 16, 1857, contained the following stipulations :— 

“The right to exercise the services of their religion, in the interior, 
in all their own churches and their cemeteries alike. 

“The practice of trampling on the image of Christ was abolished ; 
but the introduction of the Christian religion, and of any of the books 
treating of that religion, or any other, and of all crosses and images be- 
longing to them, was prohibited in Japan.” 

These clauses—says M. Pag¢s—crown the disgrace with which 
the Netherlanders covered themselves 200 years ago, when they 

rmitted the image of our Lord to be profaned at Desima. 
Nreanwhile another humiliation was in store for the Dutch 
diplomatists. ; 

In the Treaty of 1858 between France and Japan, it was provided 

that French subjects should have the right to exercise their religion 
freely, and for this purpose they were empowered to erect on land be- 
longing to them convenient places of worship, and cemeteries. The 
Japanese led had already prohibited all practices hostile to 
Christianity. ‘ach of the Treaty Powers could, after one year’s 
notice, from August 15, 1872, demand the revision of the Treaty, for 
the purpose of inserting such new clauses as experience proved neces- 
sary. ‘his Treaty, prepared by a Minister, Baron Gros, notoriously 
indifferent in religious matters, nevertheless guaranteed the French the 
freedom of worship, the recognition of Roman Catholic missionaries in 
Japan, and an extension of the liberty of worship claimed by the 
Dutch. 

This is the Treaty which now demands revision, and the 
Japanese Minister in Paris is the person principally entrusted 
with that duty. Acting on this ty, the Roman Catholic 
missionaries have since erected very many chapels in Nagasaki 
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and other places. The following is remarkable for more reasons 
than one :-— 


In 1865—or seven years after the signature of this Treaty—a mar- 
vellous fact, and one of those which bear the strongest testimony to | 
the truth of our holy religion, disclosed itself. There existed in Japan 
great numbers of converts scattered through the length and breadth 
of the land, who, after the lapse of two centuries and a half, nearly iso- 
lated from European intercourse, and deprived of priests, had yet pre- 
served the religion of Jesus Christ, and the sacrament of baptism. 
Certain of these Christians, as soon as they perceived the cross per- 
mitted to tower above the chapel of Nagasaki, came in search of the 
missionaries and disclosed themselves to them. Every day they were 
joined by new brethren, as the good news flew from neighbourhood to 
neighbourhood, and at length the missionaries state that the number of 
the disciples of their Church exceeded 200,000 souls. 


M. Pagés was grieved to discover at such a juncture that the 
diplomatic representatives of his country were infidels (sic.). 
Some few even embraced the Mussulman creed ; all aj ed 
agreed to sacrifice their religious duties to their worldly in- 
terests. 

It was shortly after this time that certain princes in the South, 
jealous of the authority of the Chégoun, and irritated at his determina- 
tion to open hia ports to European commerce, accused the sovereign of 
betraying his country to the barbarians. The Chégoun was prevailed 
upon to issue a proclamation, commanding such of his subjects as had 
become Christians to recant. So far from doing this, these men pre- 
pared themselves by religious exercises and the sacrament for the per- 
secution which they knew they had to expect. 

It began in Ouracami, a valley adjoining Nagasaki, where the 
population were partly converts. In April, 1867, the magistrate 
summoned all these before him, and threw them into prison to 
the number of sixty or seventy—(see London and China Tele- 
graph, Oct. 9, 1867). The local (Protestant) journal took up 
their cause, “since it is essential that the principle of reli- 
gious toleration should be clearly established.” Meanwhile the 


consuls residing in N: i united in a memorial against this 
breach of the Treaty. General Van Rear ltart tn inister of 
the United States, took a very active part in this proceeding. 


The French Minister, M. Leon Roches, on the contrary, did 
nothing to assist it—which was no more than might be ex- 
pected ; seeing that, though born a Roman Catholic, he had 
abjured his religion and turned Mussulman in Algiers. He 
professed Catholicism afterwards, but he lent it no sincere assist- 
ance. When M. Pagés consulted him on the choice of some books 
to import into Japan, M. Roches said—“ Above all, do not men- 
tion the title of any book bearing upon religion ia my hearing.” 
This same M. Roches attempted to induce the Vicar ‘Apostolic, 
Monseignor Petitjean, to advise the captives to become a) tes 
—of course without success. Failing this step M. Roches ad- 
dressed an official despatch of a menacing character, and then 
imposed on the missionaries, in his capacity as minister, restric- 
tions altogether at variance with the realy. “T do not know,” 
wrote an American journalist, “what powers France confers on 
her representatives, but I am convinced that she never intended 
to invest them with authority to embarrass the missionaries, or to 
tamper with treaties.” Nevertheless, the conduct of M. Roches 
met with the approbation of Lord Clarendon—a fact which M. 
Pagés considers indicative of the new school of English politicians 
in the Far East. 

Nothing could show the worthlessness of the promises of Japanese 
Government than the events which now followed one another. - The 
officer sent to Nagasaki was charged before everything to put the un- 
happy captives to the torture, and he declared that he would not relax 
his exertions till he had compelled them to commit acts of apostasy. 
This, in M. Roches’sopinion, only showed the power of the Chégoun ; but— 
notwithstanding the apostasy of some, and the sacrifice of many martyrs, 
who were firm in their faith—it proved to be impossible to save the dy- 
nasty of the Chégoun. At the beginning of 1868, a revolution fomented 
by the Princes of Satsoumn, Nangato, and Tosa, overthrew the Chégoun, 
and placed the Mikado in supreme authority. 


The new Government did not dare to disavow the existin 
treaties, and it guaranteed to maintain them—nevertheless it 
every exertion to foment the hatred against foreigners. The as- 
sassination of an officer and eighteen sailors of the Daphne was 
the result of this double-faced policy. The body of the officer 
was literally cut to pieces ; his tongue, ears, fingers, &c., were cut 
off and mangled. 

In the early part of 1868 two new edicts appeared, proscribing the 
“ abominable religion” of Jesus Christ ; ordering the rigorous punish- 
ment of native Christians, and offering rewards to all who would in- 
form against them. The latter of these was followed in a few days by 
the arrest of 3,000 native Christians. The text in the Taisaicouan 
nichi, and Hibi Chimboun (we presume, the Government Gazettes) seta 
out, “Although the sect of Christians have for many hundred years 
been rigorously persecuted by the Government of Bankfou, it has not 
been wholly exterminated. On the contrary, this mischievous crotchet 
adopted, without due reflection by a few fanatics, has recently increased 
greatly in Ouracami.” The Proclamation goes on to order that those 
who are appointed to look after the Christians will at first treat them 
with reason and humanity, and endeavour, by fair means, to bring 
them back to a right way of thinking. But, if they refuse to acknow- 
ledge and recant their errors, they were to be treated without mercy. 
They were interdicted from associating with their neighbours—they were 
to be employed in the Travanx Forces (gold and coal mines)~--in fact 
anything that the magistrates thought fit to inflict on them. They 
were exiled into the mountains and the forests for dwellings; @ ration 
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of rice per head was to be allowed to the Daimios for three years ; and 
they were to be conducted to their place of exile in small detachments. 
is was ominous, and the consequence was that thirty-four 
Daimios carried away 4,100 of these unfortunate beings to various 
laces. 
: At Hakodati it was ruled that all Christians who should refuse to be- 
come renegades after three years should be put to death; 300 were 
transported from Ouracami to some unknown region. In August the 
Governor of Nagasaki determined to insist on a general and universal 
apostasy, and a commission was opened. Many poor wretches forsook 
their faith ; those who remained firm were put to torture. The European 
Ministers ventured some weak remonstrances, which were baffled by 
Japanese duplicity. The Desecon spread over the district of Omoura, 
the province of Figen, and the islands of Goto. There were from 400 
to 500 prisoners, Those who survived the torture were reduced to 
death by slow starvation in eighteen months. 

‘When M. Roches returned to France, his successor, M. Outrey, 
“in obedience to the anti-Christian spirit of parties,” left the 
captives without relief. Indeed, he wrote to his Government 
that a new centre of Christians had been discovered, and that 
he had resolved, in common with his colleagues, to avoid inquiry 
mto the manner in which they had been treated. When Prince 
Owasima, Foreign Minister, informed him that political con- 
siderations might cause the supersession of some of the Ministers, 
M. Outrey, after a feeble remonstrance suffered himself to be 
put off with frivolous replies. M. Pagés suspects that his real 
object was rather to acquire territory than to support his office 
in maintaining the Treaty rights, and gives extracts from some 
of his despatches which seem to give colour to this idea, 

But we must quit this painful subject for a while to consider a 
financial question of great importance. In May, 1869, M. Outrey re- 
ceived the third payment of the indemnity stipulated for after the 
expedition of Chimoneseki in 1864—50,000 piastres. In his despatch 
of the 10th May, he stated that the Government of the Tycoon had paid 
no more than 1,500,000 piastres out of 3,000,000—and, in default of 
being able to procure the remainder, he recommended his Government 
to aries a further delay of three years for the payments which had 
already become due, and those which would become due in 1872. 

M. Outrey concluded his despatch with a paragraph highly 
eulogistic of the Japanese Government, putting out of sight 
their unblushing breaches of the Treaty; his Government ac- 
quiesced in his views. The persecution continued ;—the follow- 
ing account is very horrible :— 

From October 1869 to January 1870 nearly 4,500 Christians were 
transported from Ouracami, and the islands of Goto. The men were 
separated from the women, women from the children ; the women 
were compelled to travel naked, the children were trampled to death. 
When the European Ministers at Yedo remonstrated, they were met 
with the sneering answer that “the Government of Nagasaki had 
acted without orders.” 

On the Ist January, 1870, the Foreign Ministers returned an 
answer to a despatch addressed to them six months before by 
Mr. De Long, containing the transparent falsehood that they 
had caused an investigation to be made into the treatment of the 
captives, and could find no ill-usage proved. The same day, Sir 
Harry Parkes wrote from Hiogo, but, receiving no redress or 
even any satisfactory reply, the Foreign Ministers called a Con- 
ference, which was held on the 10th January, 1870—present, Sir 
Harry Parkes, M. Outrey, Mr. De Long, M. von Brandt, Messrs. 
Siebold, Diéborgues, and Kempermann (interpreters), and Sanjo, 
Iwacura, Sawa, and Terrachima (Japanese Ministers). The 
meeting was a lengthened one, but it was altogether unsatis- 
factory, owing to the misrepresentations, equivocations, and con- 
tradictions of the Japanese. 

About this time the Mikado effected "the last revolution in 
Japan, by circumscribing (or rather abolishing) the powers of the 
Daimios. The Mikado having seen his “right divine” re-es- 
tablished, these great men were expected to reside at Court, 
according to precedent. They complied only in appearance, and 
ceased, in fact, to reside at Court. ‘The Mikado, discovering this, 
issued a decree suppressing their titles, and reduced them to the 
rank of simple nobles, appointing them to the government of the 
several provinces to which they had retired—reserving the power 
to recall them at any time. This decree being disregarded, it was 
followed by another more firm, which provoked signs of a revolt, 
in which the Daimios were secretly encouraged by the native 

riests, who fancied that if the movement were successful their 

‘orm of worship would be exclusive throughout the Empire. All 
the persecution of the Christians can be traced_to political mo- 
tives from first to last. The part taken by Mr. De Long, in per- 
ceiving and exposing these enormities, was distinguished by 
uncommon energy and discretion. To this gentleman’s representa- 
tions, and invitation to the Japanese Government to a conference 
with the representatives of the European Powers, a written reply 
only was vouchsafed, and that of a very unsatisfactory character. 
It was, however, accepted by Sir Harry Parkes, M. Outrey, Mr. 
De Long, and Mr. Von Brandt. 

Three of these pigosiures (says M. Pagés) were those of Pro- 
testants—only the French Minister was Roman Catholic. M. 
Pagés severely censures him for appending his signature toa 
document in which vague accusations of having been the cause 
of serious troubles were brought against the Catholic mission- 
aries, and made a pretext for the wholesale deportation of their 
converts. 

Making the allowance which is to be expected for the author 
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in the double character of a Roman Catholic and a Frenchman— 
he -labours to prove that the Franco-German war was 
voked by Germany for the purpose of putting d Catholicism ! 
—M. Pagés’s pamphlet is one which will repay perusal. We do 
not mean that it will produce the slightest eflect,—and we make 
the admission with the more regret because the author appears 
to be a constant reader of ours. He is very severe on Sir Harry 
Parkes for some remarks of our Minister’s, which we published in 
our issue of Feb. 19 last year. M. Pagés waxes irritable as he 
writes of Sir Harry, whom he accuses of ip toa and of 
giving signs of “ that kind of policy, without dignity and without 

rinciples, which has often distinguished England in the Far 

ast.” Which hot assertion, suffered to cool, simply means, we 
opine, that Sir Harry Parkes is not a Jesuit. 

Iwakura and M. Thiers come in for a share of the same kind 
of censure. Nobody can refuse to accept the sincerity of M. 
Pagés’s convictions, but few, we imagine, will be inclined to follow 
the train of his reasoning. We thank him for his facts, though 
we cannot always congratulate him on the use to which he turns 
them. We will conclude our notice of his book with the remark 
that, in our opinion, a treaty such as he suggests for Franee— 
founded absolutely on the establishment of Roman Catholic 
worship, through the length and breadth of the land, to the ex- 
clusion of all other considerations—would speedily set Japan in 
a blaze if it were ible to conceive it put in practice. But 
it is cmpossible, and, so long as three Protestants represent Great 
Britain, Germany, and the United States, to the one Catholic 
Minister of France, it must remain a chimera. 


THE KWOK-A-SING CASE. 
(THE TIMES.) 


Hardly anything can be more astonishing to the Chinese mind than 
a motion in an English court of law for the extradition of a Chinese 
criminal. The Judicial Committee of the Privy Council was called 
upon to determine last week a question of this kind, and, however its 
decision may surprise those whose views of English law it is intended 
to settle, there can be little doubt of the soundness of the legal principles 
affirmed by the Committee. In China, we doubt not, the decision will 
be received with sufficient equanimity, although the arguments which 
have swayed the eminent Judges who sit upon the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council proceed upon principles which the Oriental intel- 
ligence cannot comprehend. The most interesting point, however, in 
the Appeal is the bearing the case has on that dubious traffic under 
cover of which the worst evils of the Slave Trade have been reproduced 
in the Asiatic seas. The Coolie Trade between China and the American 
Continent has long been a fertile source of heartburning and injustice. 
In pretended revenge for the wrongs notoriously endured by the Coolies 
crimes have been no doubt committed, and it is very possible that in 
the case lately brought before the Privy Council the accused must be 
counted among the wrongdoers ; but the voice of the civilised world, 
while not presuming to exculpate unlawful acts, will note in this deci- 
sion another practical testimony to the mischiefs of a system still unac- 
countably tolerated by the Powers that represent European civilisation 
in the East. 

We must be careful to distinguish between the merits of Kwok-a- 
Sing’s case, or that of any other wretched Coolie driven desperate by the 
villanies of which he may be the victim, and the legal principles which 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council has finally established by 
this decision. It is undoubtedly by no means easy for an English Court 
to decide whether an emigrant ship on a voyage from Macao had been 
doing a bit of disguised slave-trading, or had been engaged in legitimate 
traffic. The Committee of the Privy Council barely glanced at this 
question, although evidently favouring the latter view of the case. But 
the point on which the case really turned was one which may touch the 
liberties of Englishmen quite as much as those of Chinamen. Kwok-a- 
Sing was discharged after his second arrest by the Supreme Court of 
Hong Kong on the ground that he had been committed a second time 
for the same offence, in contravention of the clause of the Habeas Cor- 
pus Act, which prohibits a second committal of a prisoner after liberation 
on the same charge. The Judicial Committee have determined that the 
statute of Charles II. applies only to the case of an accused person 
who has been discharged on recognisances and who has been afterwards 
arrested for the same offence and obliged to sue out a second writ of 
Habeas Corpus. In the case of Kwok-a-Sing it is clear that the 
same question of law was not raised upon the second indictment as on the 
first, though the facts in issue were unaltered. The charge of murder 
fell through, but the charge of piracy succeeded it, and we must conclude 
that the Privy Council have laid down the law rightly in deciding 
that Kwok-a-Sing should not have been discharged from custody under 
the valid warrant issued against him on the piracy charge because he 
had been previously discharged from imprisonment on a 
murder. The judgment in favour of the liberty of the subject deli- 
vered by the Courts of Hong Kong is thus reversed. Kwok-a-Sing 
will, nevertheless, not be delivered up to the justice outs coun 
stimulated by the intelligent kindness of the Portugutet’ of Macao, but 
it is by a sort of accident that he escapes. It was not shown that the 
murder of a foreigner on foreign territory by a Chinese is an offence 
against the laws of China. Kwok-a-Sing was accused of having murdered 
the French captain on board the French ship. But he might have been 
as easily accused of some offence clearly contravening the laws of China. 
We have no fault to find with the legal accuracy of these conclusions ; 
but, unless we are far more fully satisfied than at present we can be 
with the character of Chinese criminal jurisprudence, we should lose no 
time in modifying the terms of a treaty which binds us, as it 
to deliver up to the mercies of Chinese justice any unfortunate wretches 
discovered within our dominions who have committed, or are accused 
of having committed, “crimes and offences against the law of China.” 
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Monetary and Commercial, - 


The following is a translation of a circular which has been 
sent into the silk-producing districts around Shanghai by the 
Native Silk Guild of Shanghai and by Messrs. C. J. Skeggs and 
Co. :— 

Chekiang is the largest country of silk production in the world. The 
result of the silk crop as regards quantity resta with the will of 
Heaven, but the fineness or inferiority of the silk rests with the work 
of men. The production of silk is increasing every year, and the ex- 
portation to foreign countries is the mh channel for its consumption. 
The crop was a very fair one last year, but the reeling was finished with 
carelessness. The silk was coarse and inferior, and foreigners have lost 
heavily on their shipments. The stock in Europe remaining unsold is 
20,000 to 30,000 bales, and the consequence is that Shanghai prices 
have declined considerably—present quotations being 30 per cent. 
lower than what they were last year—and still foreign purchasers do 
not feel inclined to buy China silk. For many years we have been 
buying your production, and the interests of both of us are 
alike; we cannot therefore keep you in ignorance of what we 
see and hear ourselves.

We may mention here that the reason why the short reeled silk (such 
as best Haineen) has not declined so much in price this season, is owing 
to its brightness and fineness, and the manufacturers being able to rely 
on it. If, therefore, you can produce silk suitable to the manufacturers, 
you will not only get a better price for it, but you will always be able 

© dispose of it easily. The difference in prices between the suitable 
and unsuitable silk will be very great in the coming season, and it will 
be very important to have the question of workmanship looked into, 
for should the silks be just as coarse, inferior, and mixed as they were 
last season, you will not only get lower prices, but find a difficulty in 
selling. We of the Silk Guild are your own countrymen, and, as rela- 
tions, are induced to give you this advice, which we hope you will re- 
ceive and act upon with good faith, and that you will find both of us 
benefited by it. Pray make no error, for every word we have uttered 
is true and sincere, and we expect you will give it ita full weight. 

At the meeting of the Ceylon Company on the 24th inst., a 
dividend of 4 per cent. was dectared for the past half-year.
